After the receipt of Charge O’Shaugh- 
nessy’s dispatches, President Wilson 
changed his plan to go to White Sul- 
phur Springs tonight. He expects to 
go tomorrow. 


Orders for assembling a regiment of 
marines at San Diego for Mexican 
service, however, were countermanded 
early today. 


While Secretary Bryan, when he took 
the latest dispatches before the Presi- 
dent, said the situation was “‘encourag- 
ing, but not finished,’’ and White House 
officials said the details remaining in 
dispute did not affect the “‘heart of the 
matter,”’ it developed that Huerta’s 
counter proposition for a simultaneous 
salute was regarded as another play for 
time. 


Officials describe Huerta’s latest move 
as an act to preserve his own dignity 
before the Mexicans of that part of the 
country under his control. 


While President Wilson and the Cabi- 
net will decide what shall be done, the 
opinion was expressed freely in officia] 
circles that nothing but a complete 
apology and such a salute as the United 
States demands would be accepted now. 

The position taken by high administra- 
tion officials before the receipt of 
Huerta’s proposal of simultaneous sa- 
lutes was that in accepting Huerta’s 
offer no recognition of his goOv- 
ernment was involved; that the return 
salute would be given to the Mexican 
flag, representing the Mexican nation

11 LIVES LOST IN 
APARTMENT HOUSE 
FIRE IN: NEW YORK 


Occupants . Trapped When 
Flames Sweep Upstairways 
From Store Basement. 


THRILLING RESCUES MADE 


Fire. Captain Catches Man in 
Midair When Ladder Breaks; 
Four Hurt. 


By Associated Press. 
NEW YORK; April 17.—A fire thar 


swept through a five-story apartmert 
house at 741 EFighth avenue early todav 
caused the death of 11 persons and re- 
sulted in the serious injury of four 
others. One of the victims, a woman, 
died in the hospital. 

Only four of 10 bodies taken from a 
theatrical boarding house that occupied 
half of the building, could be identified, 
the others being charred beyond recog- 
nition. ; 


The identified dead are: 

Mrs. George C. Davis. 

William Wallace, 4 years old. 

Mrs. Nellie Wallace, his wife. 

Mrs. Nellie Spencer, a cloak model. 

Muriel Davis, three years old. 

Michael Delaney. 

Delia Delaney, his wife. 

M. Scott, manager of the New York 
office of the Rossiter Musick Publish 
ing Co. 

The injured are: 

Joseph Messer, Martin Welsh, and 
Charles Burke. Mrs. Davis suffered ia- 
ternal injuries and died in the hos- 
pital. The others are less seriously in- 
jured. 

Starts im Store Basement. 

The fire started in a pile of waste 
in the basement of a five and ten cent 
store which occupies the ground floor 
of the building. It spread rapidly up 
stairways and shut off escape. 

There were no fire escapes in the 
front of the building and the large 
number of dead and injured was due 
to the refusal of the panic-stricken 
people to remain in the front windows 
where many were rescued by firemen. 

All of the dead and Injured were taken 
from the rear rooms and halls where 
they were caught while attempting to 
reach the roof arid fire escapes. 

One man was killed in trying to escape 
over roofs. The fire was under con- 
trol in less than an hour, but in that 
time many thrilling rescues were made 
by the firemen working from ladders in 
front and from windows of a nearby 
tenement building. 

Catches Falling Man. 

Capt. Smith, who was suspended by 
his feet from a window, prevented Louis 
Boylan from being dashed to death 
when a ladder broke on which he was 
crawling from the burning tenement. 
Capt. Smith seized Boylan and held on 
to him until both could be dragged to 
safety. 

The proprietor of the rooming house, 
a negro janitor and several of the res- 
cued occupants of rooms in the build- 
ing were summoned to appear before 
Coroner Timothy Healy, who institut- 
ed an investigation. 

Occupants Awakaned by Alarm. 

Everyone in the building apparently 
had retired when the fire was dis- 
covered and therefore the panic was 
greater as the partly clad persons were 


‘laroused by the cries of alarm and by 


the flames in their rooms.. Policemen 
carried many persons from jhe rear fire 
escape. 

In a small rear room on the, fourth 
floor the firemen found a small, aged 
man whose bedding was on fire. Hs 
whe severely burned and was carried 
down the ladder in a sheet and sent 
to a hospital. 

Chief Kenton, after going to the sixth 
floor on a ladder, found the bodies of 
a man named Hughes and his wife, 
both charred, and their little daughter, 
about 6 years old. She was still alive 
and the firemen shouted down to the 
street for a physician.

John S. McNulty Says Federal

KNEES WERE PARALYZED 


Fellow Arbiter Also Testifies as 
to the Attack, Made in View 
of Spectators at Game. 


Legal curves and twisters were put 
across the plate in Judge Hitchcock’s 
court Friday when John 8S. McNulty, a 


former Federal League umpire, asked 
for a decision in his $35.000 damage suit 
against John J. (Jack) O’Connor, for- 
mer manager, and against directors and 
stockholders of last year’s St. Louis 
Federal League team, because of an at- 
tack made on him by O’Connor on the 
St. Louls University Campus June 28. 

McNulty testified that he arrived at 
the ball park fivé minutes before the 
time set for the game and hurried to 
the office to change his clothes. When 
he stepped on the ball field, he said, 
O’Connor met him at the officg steps in 
view of the spectators and asked for his 
He went back to the office 
to get them from his other coat. 

He and O’Connor started to walk 
across the fleld together and O’Connor 
said: 

“Now you get in there and umpire 
this game right.”’ 
McNulty replied: 
coerce me?’ 

Returns and Hits Umpire. 
O’Connor walked away, seemingly 
very angry. ‘He turned back and said: 

*You dirty lowlife. 
of basebafl forever.” 

He then struck” McNulty on the jaw. 

“T felt as if my knees were paralyzed,”’ 
McNulty testified. _ “Once I was nearly 
drowned and the sensation was the 
same,” he said. “I got up and he hit 
me again. I was going to have him ar- 


“Are you tfying to 


to prefer cross-charges against me. I 
gave up the idea of having him arrested 
when Mike Kinney advised me not to. 
He said it would hurt the league’s repu- 
tation, and possibly break up the league. 
I umpired the game.” 

McNulty’ testtfied that O’Connor’s 
blow injured his eyesight. He said he 
could not read figures on a calendar 
across the courtroom, about 14 feét from 
the witness stand. 

Frank Peers of 2855 North Grand av- 
enue, who was to have umpired the 
game with McNulty, testified that short- 
ly before the game O’Connor asked him 
if he was going to umpire alone. He 
replied that McNulty was to work with 
him. O’Connor, he said, replied: **Well, 
he’ll have to show me.” 

Saw O’Connor Hit McNulty. 
A few minutes later Peers heard some- 
one in the bleachers cry: ‘‘Look at the 
row.’’ He turned and saw O’Connor 
striking at McNulty. He testified that 
it was the custom for an umpire to show 
his credentials to the secretary and not 
to the manager of the home team. 
Van Slyke attempted to question 
Peers further on this pctnt, but Dyer 
objected to his cross-examining his own 
witness. This, he said, would be an 
error and could not legally be permitted 
until the defense had played its inning. 
Policeman William Ryan testified that 
a short time before the assault he had 
heard O’Connor talking about some um- 
pire and saying he wouldn’t do. Ryan 
said he was 40 feet away when the 
fight started and he didn’t know who 
struck the first blow. McNulty, he said, 
asked that O’Connor be arrested, but 
later withdrew the request. 
On cross-examination. Dyer indi- 
cated that he would attempt to prove 
that McNulty did not withdraw the 
request until O’Connor had threatened 
to prefer cross-charges against him.

WEALTHY ILLINOIS 
WOMAN ARRESTED 
AS TAX PERIURER 


Louisa Wildi, said to be the 
wealthiest. woman in Madison County, 
was arrested Friday at her home in 
Highland, Ill.,,35 miles from St. Louis, 
on an indictment returned by the. Madi- 
son County grand jury, charging her 
with perjury in making a false schedule 
of her personal property for assessment 
purposes. She gave a $5000 bond and was 


leased. 
on Wildi is the wife of John Wildl, 


who was president of the Helvetia Milk 
Condensing Co. Her husband and, some 
associates discovered a*process of evap- 
oration in condensing milk, which has 
since peen adopted by other milk .con- 
densing concerns. 

The Helvetia Milk Condensing Co. 
was incorporated with a capital stock 
of $50,000. The carital stock has 
never been increased. Last year the 
company paid a 1000 per cent divi- 
dend of $600,000.. Each year, it is 
said, the dividend approximates the 
same sum. The shares are said to be 
worth $6000 each. The Jast sale made 
was on the basis vf $4200 a share. 

Mrs.. Wildi owns 170 of the 500 
shares. Her dividend last year was 
$170,000. She is said by county offi- 
cials to have $100,000 in mortgages 
and other investments aggregating 
$C€00,000, while her entire fortune is 
said by the offictals to be about 
$1,750,000. 

The indictment, ' which was returned 
Monday, alleges that Mrs: Wildi, on 
April 28, 1913, presented to Assessor 
Fred Lauener of Helvetia Township, xu 
false schedule of personal property, in 
which she gave bet personal property 
as $90,000 whereas it should have been 
given as $150,000. 

The arrest was made by Deputy Sher- 
iff Jenkins of Edwardsville at the home 
of Mrs. Wildi at Highland. He had 
taken @ bond with him and it was not 
riecessary to have Mrs. Wild! accompany 
him to the county seat. 

On March 31,. the day before .Mra. 
Wildi should have filed her schedule for 
1914, she served notice on Assessor 
Lauener that she was no longer a, rest- 
dent of Helvetia Township, having 
moved to St. Louis, but’ it is said that 
she has spent most of the time since 
March 31 at her Highland house, that 
all the furniture remains there and that 
the same staff of servants is maintained

Little Charles Schuermann, 3 
years old, climbed into the big wit- 
ness chair at the Coroner’s office Fri- 
day and gave testimony. upon which 
a Coroner’s Jury decideded Mrs. Mar- 
garet A. Schuermann of 5313 Maffitt 
avenue, had been justified in killing/ 
her divorced husband, Harry G. 
Schuermann of 6317 Catalpa street. 

“Papa came to the hcuse and start- 
ed a fight with mamma,” Charles said 
in clear tones, relating the incidents 
of last Tuesday. “Mamma i says, 
‘Stay back! stay back!’ and then 
mamma shot papa.” 

“Did your papa have anything in 
his hand?” asked Deputy Coroner 
Furlong. 

“Yes, a butcher kr.ife,” 
witness replied. 

Charles said his father, when shot 
was standing near the ice box, about 
six feet away from his mother. 

‘Papa fell down and mamma picked 
him up and put him on the bed,” the 
child said. ‘“‘The doctor came and sat 
papa was dead.” 

Chester, the eldest of the seven 
Schuermann children, testified his moth- 
er had told him that her former hus- 
band many times’ had said to her.

Rollins, an attorney, said he ‘had been 
retained by Mrs. Sophia Schuermann, 
mother of the slain man, who wanted 
the slayer prosecuted.

WASHINGTON, April 17.—All the re- 
calcitrant witnesses in the Interstate 
Commerce Commission’s inquiry into 
the financial operations of the Billard 
company with the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, have 
agreed to testify fully concerning the 
facts in their possession and to pro- 
cauce the books and papers of the Bil- 
lard company. 

Chief Counsel Joseph W. Folk of the 
commission today received from Homer 
S. Cummings attorney for two of the 
witnesses, Hemmingway and Morehouse, 
a telegram saying his clients would re- 
spond to questions. 

Another telegram from Henry Stod- 
dard, representing Whipple and Field, 
gave assurance that his clients not only 
would testify concerning the matters to 
which a week ago they refused to an- 
swer, but also would produce books and 
other documents of the Billard company 
desired by the commission. 

Confronted by indictment and crim- 
inal prosecution for their refusal to. re- 
spond to “‘lawful questions’’ of the com- 
mission, the. witnesses concluded not to 
press their contention that the questions 
constituted an invasion of their personal 
rights. : 

It is known that the Federal grand 
jury yesterday voted indictments 
against the four witnesses.

Commander, Leading Persuit of 
Fleeing Foe, Saved From 
Flank Move by Gen. Angeles. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JUAREZ, April 17.—A message was 
received from San Pedro by Frederico 
Gonzales Garza, chief of the Constitu- 
ticnalist Department of Foreign Rela- 
t‘ons, -from his brother, Col. Roque 


Gonzales Garza, one of Villa’s regi- 
mental commanders at the front, saying 
that Villa came near losing his life 
or being captured yesterday, when he 
rede out of the Benavides station at 
the head of a column pursuing a band 
of Federals retreating to Saltillo. 

A flanking movement by Federal cav- 
airy all but cut Villa off from his main 
bedy, and he would have been cap- 
tured, the message says, if it had not 
bien for the quick action of Gen. Felipe 
éngeles, his chief artillery officer. An- 
feles, at the head of a command of 
Benavides cavalry, drove the flankers 
back and forced Villa to return to the 
main position of the rebels at Benavides 
station. ~ 

Rebels Tell of OverturesyY 
tebel officials claim that overtures 
have been made to them by President 
Huerta for a defensive alliance in event 
of foreign intervention. The overtures, 
“rebels sav, were rejected. ' 

It was learned that a Guatemana-; 
named Acuna, claiming to have a per- 
sonal telegram from Huerta authoriz- 
ing him to treat with Carranza and 
Villa, had asked passports to Chihua- 
hua to take up the matter with Car- 
ranza. Carranza was asked about the 
issuing of the passports, and Acuna 
was informed that the rebels would en- 
ter into no negotiations which looked 
to an alliance with Huertistas. Rebel! ; 
here think the situation at Tampico has 
thrown Huerta into a panic, and that 
he is seeking to win over the rebels tc 
prevent an uprising in the City of Mex- 
ico Which would result in his overthrow. 

The last remnant of reinforcemen‘s 
for the Federals was defeated at Esta- 
clon Venado, north of San Luis Potosi. 
This detachment was marching to the 
relief of Saltillo and was met by the 
rebels under Gen. Luis Guitterez. -His 
victory was decisive, the message said, 
and the Federals were driven back .tw 
San Luis Potosi. This leaves the entir» 
Laguna district in Villa’s control, ex- 

ept the small garrison now retreating 
from San Pedro toward Saltillo. This 
is being closely ‘pursued by — rebel 
cavalry. 

Villa’s main command is being 
equipped for a@ surprise attack on Sal- 
tillo. tefugees to the rebel lines say 
that the Federal garrison at Saltilis 
has been reduced to 3200 men.

Of song, pure and simple, there is 
none. Majestic declamation, lofty 
thythmic recitative, the stately inton- 
ing of poetic thought that ultimately 
becomes psalm-like in soul-atmoaphere, 
are plentiful. The human chord is 
struck at its highest in the moments of 
climax. But always it is the orch 
that is telling the story. . 

' And, even though five hours of the 
orchestral voice constitute more than 
can be followed unflaggingly by its 
hearers, the achievement of the instru- 
mentalists under Cleofonte Campanini’s 
conductorship was so mastertly, and the 
accomplished loveliness of the score go 
unutterably appealing, that the per- 
formance takes on the aspect of e mus- 
ical experience so satisfying as never 
to be forgotten. . 

The greatest human figure of the 
night’s development was the Parsifai 
presented by Otto Marak, a young 
artist trained in the Bayreuth school 
iteelf and admirably equipped by na- 
ture for the portrayal of this mystic 
role. 

It was a Parsifal infinitely: toueh- 
ing in its gufleless youth, in its ut- 
ter simplicity, in its ult:mate realisa- 
tion of the unassailable majesty born 
of inherent and unshakable gooed- 
ness. Dramatically, the drawing of 
this Parsifal portrait was beyond 
reproach, 


earlier moments uf the essayal when 
the Marak voice seemed lacking ina 
power and carrying quality. This, 
hewever, was overcoms as the evenh- 
ing wore on, and the. instant arrived 
when Herr Marak sang with mag- 
nificent competency, placing an in- 
effacable stamp .%f greatness upon 
his completed achievement. Tho tri- 
umph of his Parsifal was valid to 
the highest degree. 


in the values created by noble work 
and the fullest improvement of fine 
opportunity. was the Kundry of 
Minnie Saltsman-Stevens’ submission. 
The spiritual essence of this subtie 
haplessly doomed yet ultimately re- 
deemed soul of womanhood was 
amazingly projected across the foot- 
lights. Mme. Saltzman-Stevens 
played it, indeed, with a touch of in- 
spiration in the playing. She seemed 
saturated with the role’s significance. 
She lived the part in its three salient 
aspects of the feminine demoniac, 
sinister and repellant; the cunning 
and all-seductive temriress of Parsi- 
fal, the final Magdalen of repent- 
ance, baptism and consecration. 

In her two great scenes with the 
title role figure those of begulle- 
ment in Klingsor’s garden and of re- 
demption under the holy shadow of 
the near-by Temple of the Grail, 
Mme. Saltaman-Stevens. made her 
Kundry an immortal creation in art. 
Her emotional utterance of the part's 
widely ranging vcore, dramatically, 
was authoritative and convincing to 
the point of absolute ethical realism, 
vividly illuminating the great 
preachment of which Kundry is the 
sole feminine figure of serious im- 
port, 

In a notably excellent ‘alignment fol- 
lowing these two leading figures of the 
night were the Amfort&s of Clarence 
Whitehill, the Gurnemenz of Allen 
Hinckley, the Kliingsor of Hector Du- 
franne and the Titure] of Henri Scott. 


The Amfortas role was made pro- 
foundly pitiful by Mr. Whitehill’s faith- 
ful art in drama and by his feeling ut- 
terance of the score. 

- To the Gurnemanz of Mr. Hinckley fel! 
the vocal burden of the night, a burden 
borne by Hinckley’s massive voice and 
heroic declamatory method with ma- 
jeatic ease and satisfyingness of effect. 
Hector Dufranne as Klingsor, the evil.

Judge Dyer then asked 
her attorney if he cared to say any- 
thing, and he said the Court and the 
jury had heard the evidence and proba- 
bly were satisfied with the verdict. He 
would ask nothing except that the 
Court be as lenient as possible in sen- 
tencing ‘Miss McClendon. When the 
Court asked the prisoner if she had 
anything to say, she replied: “f am not 
guilty.”’

As has been told, the custom of. serving free 
grog to the enlisted men of the navy was stopped 
by an act of Congress in 1861, and the editor of 
your paper in comparing it to the recent order of 
Secretary Daniels says that the former was an 
act of Congress abolishing the sorving of grog 
paid for out of public moneys while the latter 
fs an act of one man forbidding offtcers supply- 
ing themselves, out of their own funds, with wines 
and liquors. 4 

This recent order ‘of Secretary Daniels has as its 
precedent not an act of Congress tn 1861, and 
which it in no way resembles, but rather an act 
ef “one man” in 1899, namely, that of John DP. 
Long, of the Navy during McKinley's 
administration, forbidding enlisted men supplying 
themselves with intoxicating liquors. Since 1861 
and up to that time beer had been brought aboard 
twice each day when ships were in port and men 
were allowed to purchase with their own money 
three bottles of beer at each of these times.

The People’s League movement for the individ- 
ual enforcement of the universal transfer law is 
substantial in character and effectiveness. 

Tt is true that the United Railways Co. is under 
legal obligation to give universal transfers. The 
law’ providing for universal transfers has been 
pronounced valid by the court. The United Rail- 
ways Oo. is the lawbreaker when it refuses to 
give transfers on a transfer. The passenger who 
demands the universal transfer has the law on his 
side. 

Direct action on the part of citizens to enforce 
laws and their rights under laws is not in accord 
with our governmental system. The individual 
does not come in contact with the men who are 
responsible for the corporation’s violation of law. 
The officers of the corporation are the lawbreak- 
ers. Its employes merely obey orders. They have 
no option except to obey orders. When passengers 
and employes dispute about transfers the results 
are delays and breaches of the peace. The public 
is punished as much as the corporation. 

We have legislatures to make Jaws, courts to 
interpret them. and executive officers to enforce 
them. The citizen has a right to demand that his 
legal rights be enforced and his interests pro- 
tected by the men elected to office for that pur- 
pose. He ought not to be compelled to fight for 
them or to undergo personal inconvenience and 


| danger to obtain them. 


The law should be enforced against the men 
who are responsible for the lawbreaking course 
of the United Railways. These men should be 
punished for violating the law and depriving citi- 
zens of their rights. The universal transfer law 
can be enforced if the officers charged with the 
enforcement of law do their duty. We insist that 
the law be enforced. We have come to desperate 


'| straits when citizens plan to take the enforcement 


of law in their own hands in dealing with a law- 
defying corporation. That is anarchy. It does 
not lessen the deplorable nature of the situation 
that the provoking anarchist is a corporation 
which exists by law.

Critics continue to discuss the recent Post-

The argument for personal liberty, as it ap- 
plies to the average, nosmal man; not an imbecile 
or a criminal—will never become “too thin” and 
will deceive none but those who are willing ‘to 
enslave others or themselves be enslaved. It was 
John Hay who sang: 

Forever in thine eyes, O Liberty, | 
Shines that high light whereby the world 
is saved, 
And though thou slay us, we will trust in 
thee. 

And the reason why this sentiment appeals to 
humanity is that, in all the ages past, men have 
always prized liberty as the next thing to life. 
And this liberty was, of course, personal liberty, 
as slavery was personal slavery. 

Today we are not menaced with the chain and 
the whip. But on all hands, the foes of liberty 
are working insidiously to impose legal prohibi- 
tions that shall prescribe what we shall’ eat and 
drink, how we shall be clothed, who shall doctor 
us when sick, what books we shall read, and what 
art we may enjoy. 

Without liberty, character cannot develop. A 
race bound up in the swaddling bands of legis- 
lation prescribing daily personal conduct would 
be a race of weaklings.

IJDSON SUPPORTS 
PRESIDENTS CANAL 
TOLLS PROGRAM 


Declares in Letter to Inter- 
Oceanic Committee Majority 
Are Against Exemption. 
WASHINGTON, April 17.—Frederick 
N. Judson of St. Louis, to whom Sen- 
ator O'Gorman, chairman of the Inter- 


oceanic Canal Committee, sent a tele- 
gram, at the suggestion of Senator Sim- 
mons. inviting him to a meeting of the 
committee, Wednesday, found it impos- 
sible to attend because he had important 
engagements before the Missouri Su- 
preme Court on the same date. How- 
ever, Judson sent a letter to Senator 
Simmons, in which he said he found a 
substantial unanimity of opinion, re- 
gardless of party, in support of the 
President in his demand for the repeal 
of the canal.toll provision. 
Judson inclosed the following sum- 
mary of his opinion of the subject: 
“The act of 1912, exempting American 
coastwise vessels from the payment of 
Panama tolls, should be repealed by 
Congress, as recommended by President 
Wilson, for the following reasons: 
“While a treaty is a contract between 
sovereign states, it differs from con- 
tracts between individuals in that its 
enforcibility depends upon public opin- 
ion, as there is no tribunal before which 
sovereign states can be summoned. 

Should Respect Treaties. 
“Tt therefore follows that a self-re- 
specting nation should be scrupulously 
exact in performing its treaty obliga- 
tions, both in letter and spirit. 
“The exemption of our coastwise ship- 
ping is a clear viclation of the letter and 
spirit of our treaty contract, when the 
history of the canal and of our treaty 
Obligations are considered. 
-“*We do not own the canal, in the 
sense that we own the possessions with- 
in our own boundaries, but we are con- 
trolled by our treaty with the Panama 
which expressly recog- 
nizes the obligctions of the treaty. 
‘The policy of subsidizing coastwise 
industries is, itself, in violation of the 
sound Democratic principles that all 
such privileges are inconsistent with. our 
free government. 
“There is no evidence that our coast- 
wise industries need any such Govern- 
ment assistance of subsidies. 

Cites Canadian Case. 

“The exemption cannot be defendéd 
as a subsidy because we are bound by 
our own protest against the subsidy in 
the form of rebates given by Canada, 
in 1888, when Canada abandoned the 
subsidy by reason of the protest of Pres- 
ident Cleveland that it was a violation 
of the treaty of Washington that Amer- 
ican and Canadian canals should be 
used on equal terms by citizens of the 
two countries. . 
“Tf there were any doubt about the 
construction of the treaty, we should 
not prejudice the matter in our interest 
by favoring our own industries, but we 
should (repeal the legislation and submit 
the question of construction to arbitra- 
tion in accordance with our national 
policy of promoting arbitration between 
nations. 3 
“Apart from all other constructions, 
the country is bound to stand by it 
President in his position, which public- 
ly declared that our international posi- 
tion is impaired before the public opin- 
ion of the world, ‘decent regard for the 
opinion of mankind, in the language of 
the Declaration.of Independence, should 
inspire all good citizens to support the 
President in this crisis of our national 
history.’ ”’
